draw; but Brazil, still to 
meet Zaire, could afford 
the result, Scotland could 
not. 

The news of Yugosla- 
via's record-equalling 
9-0 thrashing of the 
Africans meant Scot- 
land had to beat Yugos- 
lavia to qualify for the 
next round — or draw 
and hope Zaire could 
hold Brazil to two goals. 

On the Saturday. the 
respective dramas un- 
folded simultaneously. In 
Frankfurt, Scotland pul- 
led back to 1-1 through 
Jordan — but to no 
avail. A draw was not 
enough: Brazil had 
squeezed a votal third 
against the Africans. 


In Group 1, the two 
Germanys. as expected, 
went through: The East 
convincingly, the West 
less so after a morale- 
sapping 1-0 defeat in a 
tense first-ever in- 
ternational between the 
two sides. 

Earlier in the week. 
West Germany had 
beaten Australia 3-0, be- 
ginning impressively but 
falling away. 

The Dutch, as ex- 
pected. qualified. but 
their group contained 
one of the two real sur- 
prises of the tournament 

Sweden. after en- 
joying a goalless draw 
with the Dutch in Dort- 
mund, ht three second- 
half goals past the Uru- 
guayans in Dusseldorf to 
take the second qual- 
ifying place. 

That same day the 
Bulgarians scored 
agianst the Dutch; albeit 
through an own goal by 
Krol — the only time 
Jongbloed was beaten 
until the final. 

The other surprise was 
Italy's failure to qualify 
following a draw with 
Argentina and a telling 
defeat by the improving 
Poland, 

If the Dutch thought 
they were in the harder 
group, it did not seem to 
worry them. 

They opened in 
Gelsenkirchen with a 
4-0 win over Argentina. 
Cruyff again supreme 
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with two goals. In 
Hanover, Brazil beat 
East Germany 1-0 with 
a Rivelino freekick. 
while in Group B. Lato 
added to his tally to pro- 
duce a similar socre 
against Sweden 

In Dusseldorf the 
West Germans. now 
with Bonhof in mid- 
field, showed they were 
getting it together at last 
with a 2-0 win against 
Yugoslavia and a 4-2 vie~ 
tory over Sweden. Po- 
land's success against 
Yugoslavia meant their 
match with the Grmans 
was virtoally a semi- 
final: winner take all. 

In rain-soaked Frank- 
furt it took the reliable 
Miller to see the hosts 
through — after Hoeness 
had missed a penalty. 

In Group A. the East 
Germans were no match 
for the ebulient Dutch. 
and Brazil suddenly 
flowered against Argen- 
tina in a thrilling game. 


Brazil against Hol- 
land in Dortmund for 
the right to meet West 
Germany. a game that 
promises so much, pro- 
duced two magnificent 
goals by Neeskens and 
Cruyff, and saw football 
at its worst. 

The Dutch. niggling. 
were by no means 
blameless, but Brazil's 
conduct was inde- 
fensible.

match, the day before 
the final, was the inevit- 
able anti-climax and 
had gone 76 minutes be- 
fore Lato scored his 
seventh goal of the 
World Cup finals to win 
it for Poland.

EUROPEAN CUP RESULTS

THE first leg of the three European Cup quar 
ter-finals played last Wednesday produced 


no major surprise. 


All the favourites are 
poised to make it to the 
semi-finals in April. 

In the Champions’ 
Cup. Marseille were the 
only team to win away 
from home when they 
beat Bulgaria's CFKA 
in Sofia with a late goal 
from last-minute selec- 
tion Philippe Thys. who 
replaced Enzo Frances- 


AC Milan were lucky 
to escape with a point at 
the Heysel Stadium, 
Brussels. where 
Mechelen were well on 
top but the draw makes 
it almosf certain the hol- 
ders will be in the semis. 

PSV did well to score 
an away goal at Bayern 
Munich and, on paper, 
they are the favourites 
to advance. while the 
Soviet champions, 
Dnepr. may find their 
one-goal deficit to Ben- 
fica hard to overcome as 
they are out of season. 


In the Cup-Winners’ 
Cup, Sampdoria, 
Anderlecht and Monaco 
seem home and hosed. 

The first two won well 
at home and Monaco 
earned a draw in Spain, 
but Dinamo Bucharest v 
Partizan Belgrade is up 
for grabs, with the 
Yugoslavs slightly
